MOTION TO BAR TESTIMONY

An earlier section of the same statute defines a “high-risk adult with 
disabilities" as “a person aged 18 or over whose physical or mental disability impairs his or 

her ability to seek or obtain protection from abuse, neglect, or exploitation." 750 ILCS r 

60/103(8) (West 2016). 
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5. The statute cited by Respondent is not applicable to this cause. 
WHEREFORE, Petitioner, KEVIN ROY KRAMER, respectfully requests that this 
Court grant his Motion to Bar Testimony by Beverly Schneider.
